THROWN INTO POLISH JAILS 


WATER TORTURE 
FOR BRITON

In British Zone, Germany, Saturday. 
RIVATE ALVIN VINCENT, British soldier held by 
the Polish Gestapo for a year, has now told his full 
story to the British authorities in Germany. 


Vincent, who lives in St. 
John’s-terrace, + Normanton, 
Yorkshire, landed this week 
on British-controlled soil at 
Gatow airport. near Berlin, 
from Warsaw, after the War 
Office had secured his release. 

It was the first time since he 
was captured in Crete five years 
ago that he had been free and 
among friends. 

“After 1 was liberated from 
the German prison camp in 
Czechoslovakia by the Russians,” 
he said. “I was picked up by 
the Poles and spent nine months 
in prisons in Breslau and other 
towns. Then they sent me to 
Warsaw

was brought in. He started talk- 
ing to me about the bad con- 
ditions in England, the lack of 
food the way the Government 
was running the country. and 
finished with. I've decided to 
live in Poland myself! 

“1 caught him by the shoul- 
ders and told him I'd bash him 
unless he stopped talking like 
that, but I was too weak from 
hunger to do it. a 

“He reported me to an - 
cer and, as a punishment, I was 
made to stand naked for four 
hours under a cold shower-bath 
below the prison. 

“ Then at two o'clock the next 
morning I was awakened and 
given the same treatment. Alto- 
gether. while I was there, I got 
this treatment seven times. 

‘In the Warsaw prison I got 
very rough treatment and very 
little food. 1 could not get 
word to the British Embassy and 
in September I went on hunger 
strike and swallowed two spoon 
handles in the hope of being sent 
to hospital, since I thought that 
would improve my chances of 
getting in touch with the Em- 
bass

“All 1 got, though, was an 
emetic.” 

Asked whether ne believed 
other prisoners of war were still 
in Poland and Russia, Vincent 
replied emphatically: “ Yes, I am 
absolutelv sure there are.”
